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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claim 78 & 101 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse 
in Paper No. 4. A complete reply to the rejection must include cancelation of nonelected claims 
or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01.

3. Claims 78-97, 99,100 & 102-105 there is no prior art that teach or suggest a microparticle 
comprising a core and metal containing electrochemiluminescent moieties within the core. 

The closest prior art is Blackburn (Clin chem.. vol.37 No. 9 1991 pp. 1534-1539) who teach 
metal containing electrochemiluminscent moieties but do not teach or suggest the moieties are 
within microsphere core.
